Hundreds of thousands of persons who are 
interested in pugilism in this country are devoutly 
hoping that nothing will occur to prevent Bob Fitz- 
simmons and Philadelphia Jack O’Brien entering the 
ring on Dec. 20, in California, The eccentric Cornish- 
man is in himself a tough problem to be reckoned 
with, but when we pause to think of the Quaker’s 
quibbling propensities shown on innumerable occasions, 
it is a long ways from an even money chance that they 
will fight after all. Fitz’s presence in California will 
verve to allay some doubts, but the final settlement of 
details bas yet to be consummated, and what may hap- 
pen then over some point of possible advantage can 
only be conjectured. According to our well informed 
correspondent on the Coast, Fitz has decided to do his 
work at San Jose. This decision did not meet with the 
approval of the local sports, as they were anxious to 
have Fitzsimmons train near the city where they could 
watch the progress of his preparations, 

That is just what the Cornishman is opposed to 
and he wants a quiet place where he will not have to 
give his time and attention to visitors, Fitzsimmons 
has picked up bis sparring partners from among the 
local boxers, and it would appear that the former 
chemplon intends to keep his movements as quiet as 
possible, 

Always foxy in his dealings, it is supposed that Fitz- 
simmons will endeavor to keep his condition a secret, 
and then spring a big surprise when he faces O'Brien 
in the ring. There is always more or less mystery 
about Fitzsimmons’ methods, and it is difficult to de- 
termine just what he is about, especially when he is 
training for an important match. 

When Wtzsimmons fought Gardner more than a 
year ago, his showing was not very encouraging, in 
fact, he was a disappointment, and it was considered 
one of Fitzsimmons’ luckiest fights. Fitzsimmons, 
however, claimed at the time that his poor showing 
was due to a cold which he contracted while training, 

Since his fight with Gardner, Fitzsimmons has boxed 
O’Brien, and the showing he made against the Quaker 
boxer has given him renewed confidence. und he now 
believes that he can deteat any heavyweight in the 
world, barring Jeftries. 

Alter a let-up of two weeks, O’Brien has resumed 
training, and he undoubtedly will be in the same excel- 
lent condition that be was when he fought Kauffman, 
Although defeated, Kauffman gave the Philadelphian 
a hard tussle, and had he not been in grand condition, 
ready to stand a gruelling, be would never have had 
the knockout wallop which finished the young Cali- 
fornian in the eighteenth round. 

O’Brien does not intend to take the same liberties 
in mixing it with Fitzsimmons, for the conqueror has 
a little more respect for the veteran heavyweight.
